The food administration is consider- 
ing legislation to make the saving of 
wheat compulsory, and has approved a 
bill drawn by Representative ' Lever, 
author of the food control bill, to en- 
force wheatless days. Proposals for 
mixed flours and for a form of war 
bread of mixed grains also are under 
consideration as possible measures to 
reduce the use of wheat flour. 


In preparation for dealing with the 
situation. the food administration has 
decided to purchase from the mills 30 
per cent of their output. Out of the 
flour purchased it will supply the 
allies, the army and the navy, and will 
maintain reserve stores to meet any 
local shortages that may arise. 

Some food administration officials 
think a slight flour shortage next 
spring not only would not cause suf- 
fering here, but might have a whole- 
some effect in causing the people to 
turn to other cereals.

His information on the amount of 
coal on hand by the Atlanta dealers

Government to Aid 
Georgia Farmers in 
Growing Castor Beans 


— 


At the request of Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles Van Way, of the United States 
Signal corps, the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce has taken up the work of, 
stimulating the growth of castor beans} 
in this state. A great demand for cas-| 
tor oil for the purpose of lubricating} 
the bearings of aeroplane motors and 
other machinery has become apparent, | 
and in order to meet the greatly in-, 
creased use of this oil the chamber of! 
commerce will assist the government 
in having a number of Georgia farmers 
take up the culture of the castor plant. 

The government offers an advanta- 
geous contract to the farmers who will 
raise the castor bean, and $3.50 a 
bushel, weighing 46 pounds, will be 
paid for the beans at the nearest rail- 
road station. No agreement, however, 
will be made with planters who wish to 
plant more than 10,000 acres, and it is 
understood that subcontractors will 
only receive $3 per bushel for the seed. 

e government will pay for the crop 
on delivery, and contracting planters 
will be required to furnish bond for $1 
per acre as an evidence of good faith.

Smallpox Outbreak in City 
Brings Strict Ten-Day Quar- 
antine Order.

Montgomery, Ala., January 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Owing to an incipient outbreak 
of smallpox in the city of Montgomery 


all soldiers have been ordered to re- 
main in Camp Sheridan, and no one 
will be permitted to leave the camp 
to come into the city until danger of 
contagion from the disease is over. 
The order stands for ten days, and 
may be extended. 

This order was issued Wednesday 
morning, and by night. nearly every 
soldier had disappeared from the 
streets, restaurants, hotel lobbies and 
theaters, 

The result was that Montgomery 
looked very much like a deserted vil- 
lage this afternoon and evening. None 
but civilians were to be seen on the 
streets, and very few of themion ac- 
count of the unpleasant weather. 

At 9 o’clock in the evening, the hour 
at which the lobbies of the Gay-Teaguo 
and Exchange hotels are usually most 
crowded, nine people were counted in 
the lobby of the Gay-Teague, and only 
fourteen persons in the lobby of the

Among the nine people in the Gay- 
Teague there was not one soldier. In 
the Exchange hotel there were two 
pairs of soldiers, and when the four 
men met each exclaimed, also si- 
multaneously wit hthe others; ‘‘How 
did you get in?’

THE HOPELESSNESS OF IT! 


One American citizen has been found, 
and he is a man of large affairs, who admits 
that he is satisfied with the service provided 
by the postoffice department under the man- 
agement of Postmaster General Burleson! 

While legions of American citizens, from 
all corners of the nation, are daily voicing 
complaints against the hopelessly inefficient 
and inadequate postal service and demand- 
ing a change in the policy of the depart- 
ment’s administration, here is one—and, so 
far as we have been able to learn, the only 
one—who says he likes the way the postal 
affairs are being run, and who sees no room 
for criticism of the service! 

And this one ecstatic defender of the 
service is none other than Postmaster Gen- 
eral A. S. Burleson! 

He says the service is all right—and he 
ought to know! 

Over his own signature and dated on 
New Year’s Day, Mr. Burleson, in the post- 
office department’s Daily Bulletin of Orders 
Affecting the Postal Service, issue of Janu- 
ary 2, says in an open letter to “the officers 
and employees of the postal service,” that— 

“The accomplishments of the postal serv- 
ice during the year Just closed (during which 
Mr. Burleson exultantly declares in his an- 
nual report the net profits of the depart- 
ment totaled in round numbers $9,000,000) 
prompt me to express my gratification. . . 
Information received by me through many 
sources shows that the service is now con- 
ducted at the highest standard of efficiency 
in its history, notwithstanding the fact that 
many of the employees have been called for 
military duty.” 

Can any one read this and doubt the <cor- 
rectness of The Constitution’s contention 
that the situation is hopeless so long as the 
present incumbent remains at the head of 
the postoffice department? 

Mr. Burleson is hopelessly wedded— 
bound, brain and bone—to the policy of 
profit above service in the administration 
of the department. It is his idol, and he 
will not forsake it. 

There is absolutely no hope of a change 
that will put service above profit so long as 
Mr. Burleson directs the department and 
dictates its policy. 

The public wants service! It wants to 
have its mail delivered with at least reason- 
able dispatch! 

The postoffice department is not a money- 
making institution. It is maintained by the 
government to serve the people, and for no 
other purpose. It is intended to yield finan- 
cial dividends to the government no more 
than is the American embassy in Pekin! 

But Burleson thinks otherwise. He is 
highly elated at the year’s showing, and 
heartily satisfied, according to his own 
signed statement, with the mail service! 

For that very reason the outlook for im- 
provement in the service is positively and 
utterly hopeless so long as Burleson is at 
the tiller-wheel of the department! 

He should be sent ashore, and another 
pilot put on the bridge! That is the only 
way to efficient service. 


SUFFRAGE ON THE WAY.

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THE PROSPECT FOR PEACE. 

If we were asked to point a finger to 
any one specific, definite indication of an 
early termination of the world war—say, 
within the year—we couldn’t do it. Perhaps 
no man could. 

But just the same, that there are such 
indications, no man can gainsay. 

Peace is coming; and it may come earlier 
than most‘of us expect it to come; it may 
come upon us any day, and unawares! It 
is in the air; the world is talking about it; 
it feels it “in its bones!” 

The sentiment of the world is under- 

going a wonderful change right now, with 
reference to the war. Especially is this 
true of the sentiment within the central 
powers. 
* Those people want peace! There can be 
no questioning of that fact. They are pro- 
claiming.en masse from the housetops and 
in the streets of Berlin, Leipzig, Essen and 
the capitals of Germany’s allies. 

And when a people wants anything badly 
enough it’s going to have what it wants. 

A few days ago several] thousands of 
German troops deserted the ranks. 

They, too, want peace. They're heartily 
sick of war, and they see no hope ahead, 
else they would not have deserted. 

Then the debacle of the Teutonic-Boishe- 
viki negotiations for a separate peace; the 
definite, candid statement of war aims by 
Lloyd-George, followed by a statement along 
the same lines by President Wilson before 
congress last Tuesday, and the manner in 
which each of those great pronouncements 
has been received by the common people 
everywhere, particularly those of our enemy 
countries, all are indicative of a world-wide 
condition of temperament that points only 
to war-weariness and a longing for peace. 
And the speeches of the respective heads of 
the two most important governments oOp- 
posed to the central powers indicate open- 
ness of mind to a degree that has not before 
existed since war was declared. 

In neither address is there a note indica- 
tive of weakness or fear or doubt as to the 
outcome of the war—only a willingness to 
entertain peace suggestions the moment that 
the kaiser yields those things for which his 
enemies are fighting. And reports of un- 
questionable authenticity that are coming 
out of Germany are such as to signify a 
probability that the German people them- 
selves will force the kaiser to yield those 
things which alone stand in the way of 
peace. 

Where there smoke there 
must be some fire; but the most fata] thing 
that the people of the nations opposed to 
Prussianism could do would be to permit 
themselves to be lulled to sleep by what they 
think are peace signs, for those signs may 


prove to be only a mirage! 
The only safe, sane and wise thing for 
us to do is to do just as we are doing:

For us to stop, | 
or even slow down, would have the effect

Arbitration Vs. Litigation 
For Damages in R. R. Wrecks 


Editor Constitution: Recent press dis- 
patches carried the very remarkable state- 
ment “that President Milt6én H. Smith, of the 
Louisville and Nashville, had requested that 
all those persons having claims against the 
road for death and injury as a result of a 
recent wreck, submit them to a board of ar- 
| bitration, three men appointed by the gov- 
ernor of the state in which the wreck 0oc- 
curred, and that the road would settle the 
and thus avoid the 
heavy cost of tedious litigation.” 

This is one of the most remarkable and 
noteworthy steps ever taken by a corpora- 

n to settle claims against it. It has been 
the policy of railroad corporations to em- 
ploy attorneys in every town on its line by 
‘giving them free passes, and thus be able 
to litigate endlessly at small cost, ‘ 

Some time ago the writer undertook to 
pursue this course with one of thé affiliated 
roads of the Louisville and Nashville. It 
happened thus: One day on the Georgia 
road the passenger train arriving at Madison 
ran into an open switch at the station, left 
open by a freight train, and thus a collision 
occurred.

Avoid tight 
shoes or tight lacing over instep and ankle, 
also avoid tight circular garters Add ‘a 
tablespoonful of standard formaldehyde solu- 
tion (40 per cent formaldehyde) to a basin 
of water for bathing the feet daily. Dry 
well, then pdOwder with one part salicylic 
acid and eight parts boric acid, especially 
between the toes. If skin is macerated or 
white between the toes, keep toes separated 
by little folds of gauze or bits of absorbent 
cotton, well powdered.

THE MEANING OF ACTUALLY 
HOLDING THE BALL. 

In baseball retaining possession of 
the ball, without having said ball touch 
the ground, is considered holding the 
ball. If an outfielder gets under a fly 
ball, has it strike his hands, then bound 
out several times, but is finally secure- 
ly clutched by the fielder, it is consid- 
ered a fair and proper catch, the field- 
er has held the ball. If a ball is thrown 
to a baseman and bounds out several 
times, but is finally caught without 
having come into contact with the 
ae in any way, it is considered 

eld. 

On the proper interpretation of the 
word held depends the correct interpre- 
tation of a rule which has caused con- 
siderable comment among the leading 
umpires of the country. Twice in the 
major leagues the play has come up in 
games in which I have been an offi- 
cial, and each time 1 have been forced 
to rid myself of a long line of argu- 
ment before a number of players were 
convinced I had rendered the proper 
ruling. 

For illustration we will say there is 
a runner on third base and he at- 
tempts a steal of home. He Starts a 
bit too soon, the pitcher divines his in- 
tent, steps off the rubber and throws 
the ball to the catcher. It seems cer- 
tain that the runner is going to be 
Caught ten feet. The runner realizing 
that his chances are extremely slim 
to reach the plate, makes up his mind 
that his only chance depends upon a 
hard slide, in the hope that the catcher 
in the collision might drop the bal! 
The catcher puts the ball on the runner 
Several yards in front of the home 
plate, and, as the runner hoped, the 
force of the collision knocked the ball 
out of the catcher’s hands into the air 
The catcher recovered the ball before 
it touched the ground, but in the mean- 


time the runner had slid ’ 
gg el safely over | 


Of course the question that arises is, 
did the man score or is the runner out? 
The run did not score, the man who 
attempted the steal of home was out 
at the plate. Off hand you may not be 
able to see the situation in that light, 
you might say, how so, the catcher 
didn’t hold the ball at the time of the 
touch. That is all very true, but the 
fact remains that the catcher did not 
drop the ball, figuring on the general 
accepted definition of held, from & 
baseball standpoint, 

Section 9 of rule 36 is the point in- 
volved. That section which relates to 
when base runners are out reads thusly: 
The base runner is out, if at any time 
while the ball is in play he be touched 
by the ball in the hands of a fielder, 
unless some part of his person be touch- 
ing the base he is entitled to SOCney. 
Provided, however, that the ball be held 
by the fielder aftr touching him, un- 
less the base runner deliberately knock 
it out of his hand. 

In the case cited above, where the 
catcher put the ball on the runner 
several yeas in front of the home 
plate, although the ball was juggled 
for the time being, he held it, there- 
fore the runner was out. It seems to 
be the impression of a great many 
that when a fielder puts the ball on 
a runner he must hold it at the time 
vf contact. Such a course is not the 
case. If one simply remembers that 
held is considered meaning retaining 
possession of the ball, wtthout the same 
coming into. contact with the ground 
or being caught in the uniform of the 
pare, it would all be very easy.

STATION PROMISED 
CAMP PASSENGERS 


Georgia Railway and Power 
Company Will Erect Sta- 
tion at Car Line for Use of 
Soldiers and Visitors. 


Construction work on a street car 
station, which will be built along lines 
of the usual interurban car station, 
will begin at Camp Gordon in the 
course of a few days, according to a 
statement made Thursday night by 
publicity authorities of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, of At- 
lanta. 

The new station will be constructed 
with a view to affording plenty of 


room for the large number of passen- 
gers who crowd about the spot where 
the cars at the camp now stop, and it 
is understood that seats will be af- 
forded for a considerable number. 

The only thing that has kept the 
street car company from building this 
station hitherto, officials state, is the 
shortage of labor. soon as forces 
can be mobilized for the work, how- 
ever, the construction work will begin 
and be rushed through to completion 
in the earliest possible time. 

The structure will be located at the 
spot where the cars now a to let 
off and take on passengers. This is on 
the brow of the hill just across the 
Southern railroad, and is reached by 
walking over nig overhead bridge that 
spans the tracks. 

The erection of the station will prod- 

ably not affect the practice of round- 
ing the big loop which completely 
turns the cars around without the 
usual preliminary of trolley switching. 
The cars round the loop on a separate 
track from that on which are parked 
the cars that carry the passengers of 
rush hours. 

The question concerning the con- 
struction of some kind of shelter for

“Hon. William MoAdoo, Director General 
of Railways, Washington, D. C.: Represen- 
tatives of non-terminal lines in Atlante 
serve manufacturers, merchants and con- 
sumers with important information concern- 
ing the movement of supplies, rates, etc, 
and are much needed in giving practical 
expeditious and economical direction to 
traffic under conditions thet change with 
the season or the exigencies of business, 

“This is especially important in view of 
the fact that Atlanta is the center of busi- 
ness and traffic for the southeastern states 
and the strategic point from which the 
movement of traffic will naturally be di- 
rected. 

“We respectfully and earnestly request 
that their status be not disturbed until a 
careful investigation has been made to de- 
termine their value to the public and to the 
transportation system under present condi- 
tion.

and in training is, therefore, roughly | 
six times as great as the maximum. 
number under arms in the Spanish- 
American war. 

“The total number already in the 
military service is one and a half 
times as large as any force mobilized 
by this nation. 


Small Death Hate. 


“The death rate in forces in the 
United States from mid-September to 
the end of December, averaged 7.5 per 
thousand, and is slightly less than 
would have been the death rate of men 
of the same age at home,” the secre- 
tary said. “In 1898 the death rate per 
thousand was 20.14, or nearly three 
times as great,” he continued. 

“Our death rate in the army during 
the year 1916, just before the war, was 
five per thousand. Leaving out the 
deaths due to measles and its compli- 
cations, our rate among all troops in 
the United States since September 1 
has been about two per thousand.
